1.  The  Nanking.  New  China  Handbook 

Published  by  the  Ministry  of  Information  of  the  Nanking 
Government  in  November  1943*  It  is  generally  called  the 
Nanking  Yearbook  to  distinguish  it  from  the  China  Handbook 
published  by  the  Chungking  Government. 

Government  structure,  positions  and  many  of  the 
names  and  characters  are  derived  from  this  Yearbook. 


2.  Monitored  enemy  radio  broadcasts 

While  these  constitute  e  main  source  of  current  Information 
on  Occupied  China,  they  are  often  inaccurate  and  unreliable 
at  the  source.  The  difficulty  of  accurately  monitoring 
Chinese  names  further  complicates  the  use  of  them  as  source 
of  information.
